THE MURDERESS,

Tne murderess, whose malden name was Mar-
garet Adalr, came L0 thils couniry twelve years agn
accompunied by her two brothers, Robert an
James., Eight vears ago she married Willlam
Moore, 8 longshoreman, and by ber marriage had
three children—a boy of seven years, a girl of five
vears, and her infant danghter, whom she mnrdered
fast night She 1s & woman who was fhandsome in
her day, with dark hsir and eves, slight figare, and

rominent, barmoniged features; but rough life in
ow tenement-houses since her marriage removed
slmost every trace of her beantiy, and last night,
with the shadow of her dread(ul erime hauging over
her, she seemed a broken-down, demen wreteh,

THE ROOM OF DEATIL,

A year ago the Moores hired two rooms, a front
oo and a hall bedroom, on the third foor of the
double tenement house No, 881 Twenty-sixth streot,
The front room, in which the crime of last night
was committed, 15 a small, poorly-furnished apart-
ment, the foor covered with a common drugget car-
pet, & rurty cooking stove to the right slde of the
room from the entrance, & poor deal tanle palnted
to represent malogany lo one corner, a cresaky rock-
Ing chair in the centre, and two cane-bottom chalrs
in the window apacea, Common plotures, few in
number, hiung on the walls, and crockery ernaments
were in jumbled confusion on the mantel. The hall
bedroom, a parrow dark hole, with & window open-
Ing to ﬂle lobby of the stairs, was even more
wretched in appearance than the other room.

HER INSANE RAVINGA,

Yesterday evening, Mary Adalr, ten years old,
niece of the murdercsss, called on her aant and
fonnd her combing her halr and sloging songs, The
muordered infant was playing en the ground, and
the other children were asleep, The woman cuaght
her nlece by the arm and sald that a strange man
bad murdered her husband and put the bady in the
cellar of the hrnse, and that 2000 childron were
being chased on Eighth avenne and flang into the
river. The murderess then took up the lofant and
cressed it ina brown dress, sayving it was the last
time she weuld do so. ‘T'he little girl theu left.

THE MURDER.

Robert Adair, the brother of the murderess, went
Into her room at hall past seven o'clock and saw the
dead l;mlr of the little girl, her throat cat from ear
to ear, Iying on the door of the room, its head to the
Etove, and a bloody razor lying between it and the
flove, The murderess was scated (o the rocking-
chalr. The brother took up the razor and said,
‘“Have yon done this 7 The murderess replied, 1
hiave,” and jumped up. apparently seeking to grasp
the rezor, The hrother selzed her, and, after |
struggle, forced her Into the bedroem, locked
the door and gave the alarm. Doring the atraggle
the remniniyg children, who were asleéep In a cradle,
were awoke and saw the murdered hody of their
#lster. Betore the amvival of the offcer the mur-
deress attempted to escape by the window leading
from the bedroom to the lobby, but was detested
and beld by the brother until the arrival of OMeer
Wolfe, of the Sixteenth precinet:station honse, who
removed her and the body of the murderad child o
the gtation house in Twentleth street.

Our correspondent writes that he has jnat re
turned from the castonments of the Prussian army
investing Belfort, “The troops,” e saaye, “are under
the command of General Treskow, and sre estl-
mwated at 100,000 men, hnt, from my own observa-
tion, 1 belleve that 50,000 wounld be nearer the
mark. The country from Lure along the
route taken by three divislons of the in-
vesting army on  the 3818t of Ootober |8
very desolate and deserted, counsisting of
wooded and mountainons districts, the natare of
whese conformation fita them pecoliarly for the
operations of the jranc-tireurs, and scosting par-
tles of Germans are kKeptoat continually on duty,
watching for such hostile bodies. The approaches
of the besfegera begin at the Castle of Souvenalires,
an the road from Lure. The earthworks of the be-

will take a month to reduce the place, The strength
of the garrison, Inoludivg the Gardes Moblles, 18 sald
to reach 80,000 men. Belfort has the appearance of
being & strong fortitication both Ly nature asd by
art. The citadel stands npon a steep rock, and I8
surronnded in ite entire enceinte with strong bastions,
In addition to these fortificetions there 18 the Rochs
de Belfort (Rock of Belfort), so ecalled, which rises
at lts loftiest point to the i‘lelxht of 200 feet ahove
the river Savourense, Belfort 8, moreover, de-
fended by a permanent fortifled camp (o camp re-
tranche permanent de vallon), which I8 capable of
contnining 20,000 men; and also by the important
forta of De La Miotie and De La Justice.
In addition to these, agaln, are strouger and more
recent outworks, calied Les Barres les Hautes, The
purchase or foreible pogseselon of this place wonld
atlll more emphatically secure the possession of
Sputhern Alsace 1o (rermany. It I8 at the jonction
of three rallwave, viz, those leading to Paris,
Southeastern France, and Switzerland. It defends
the passes between Southern Alsace and the Valley
